Various  commentaries  of  the 
author  have  been  retained  in  the  text,  e.g.  "memo  book 
records",  etc.  Possible  errors  or  problems  in  the  Orig¬ 
inal  Copy  are  handled  entirely  in  comments  by  Lr .Perry 
in  footnotes  in  This  Copy. 

Comment:  there  is  but  one  reference  to  a  burial  of  anyone 
in  the  entire  genealogy:  Gertrude  W.  (Briggs)  Anthony 
was  buried  in  Woodland  Cemetery.  Members  of  the  family 
were  either  very  virtuous  or  long-suffering,  for  not  one 
divorce  is  mentioned  in  the  entire  record.  Perhaps  the 
author  chose  not  to  enter  such  data.  This  genealogy  does 
reflect  much  faithful  work  over  a  long  period  of  time.

Notes:  John  Ramsdell  died  In  Scituate,  R.I.,  16  Aug.  1839,  after  a 
short  illness  which  he  bore  with  Christian  patience.  In  his 
death,  as  in  the  death  of  every  good  man,  society  sustained  a 
great  loss.  His  benevolence  and  philanthropy  were  wisely  directed 
for  the  moral  improvement  of  society  especially  in  his  own  neigh¬ 
borhood,  and  his  zeal  in  the  cause  of  suffering  humanity  was  based 
upon  the  more  exalted  principle  of  Christian  benevolence.  In  the 
domestic  circle  his  virtue  shone  most  conspicuously  ,  and  in  his 
death  his  family  sustained  an  Lmparable  loss,  and  his  neighbors 
lost  a  kind  and  obliging  friend . 

Lucy  Ramsdell,  his  widow,  lived  on  at  the  Homestead  to  the  ad¬ 
vanced  age  of  92,  surrounded  by  her  children  and  grandchildren. 

She  retained  her  faculties  to  a  marked  degree  and  was  loved  by  all 
who  knew  her.  her  birthday  each  year  marked  events  on  the  calendar, 
and  as  many  of  the  relations  as  could  gathered  with  her  each  year, 
also  some  of  the  intimate  friends

The  farm  was  located  a  littfe  south-west  of 
the  ^cituate  Town  House.  He  became  converted  and  joined  the 
South  Scituate  Baptist  °hurch  early  in  life.  He  was  made  Dea¬ 
con  in  1859  and  held  that  office  up  to  the  time  of  his  death. 
He  was  really  one  of  the  pillars  of  the  church  for  more  than 
fifty  years  looking  after  its  interests  in  all  of  its  depart¬ 
ments.  By  words  of  cheer  in  times  of  adversity  and  words  of 
caution  in  prosperity.  He  was  ever  found  in  his  place  in  the 
Sanctuary  on  the  Sabbath  with  words  of  cheer  and  comfort  to 
those  needing  his  cousel. 

For  a  number  of  years  previous  to  his  death  on  acoount  of 
his  deafness  he  was  deprived  of  listening  to  the  Words  of  God. 
let  he  patiently  resigned  himself  to  bod's  Will.  As  his  re¬ 
lations  and  friends  followed  him  to  his  last  resting  place, 
they  could  well  have  said,  "Son  of  God,  well  done  —  Rest  from 
thy  lived  employ" . 

Harriet  Battey,  wife  of  Deacon  Horace  battey  and  daughter 
of  John  and  Lucy  Ramsdell  united  with  the  South  Scituate  Bap¬ 
tist  Church  May  1,  1829,  and  ever  lived  a  devoted  Christian 
life.

Notes:  Emra  A.  Potter  early  sought  and  found  a  Saviour's  love  and 
walked  in  the  ordinances  of  Mod  to  divine  acceptance.  He  was 
always  a  ready  and  willing  helper  to  the  Church  needs  and  none 
more  fully  realized  the  force  of  the  saying,  "  It  is  more  blessed 
to  give  than  receive."  The  South  Scituate  Six -Principle  Baptist 
Church  lost  one  of  their  main  support  at  his  death.. 

At  an  early  age  he  entered  into  the  manufacture  of  Bobbin 
established  by  his  father  Moses  Potter  in  Scituate.  In  company 
with  his  brother  the  business  had  been  successfully  conducted 
for  more  that  half  a  century,  and  as  Emra  was  traveling  agent 
for  the  firm  he  was  more  widely  known  in  R.I.  and  in  adjoining 
States.
